ANTIOCH - The village is just a couple or 
steps away from getting another development.

Industrial Development International is 
based in Atlanta, and has offices in Chicago. 

Tom George, an IDI representative, told 
trustees he was pleased with the changes 
made to the original plans. 

"We want to be proud of this," George said. 
"I want it to be very nice." 

Those changes include increasing the 
building setback from 60 to 66 feet, planting 
evergreen and deciduous trees along with 
other landscaping, and paying for and 
installing a traffic signal.

Seniors set new standard 

College prep school set to graduate first class of students

WAUKEGAN - In August of 2004, 
St. Martin de Porres opened its 
doors to 97 freshman and sopho- 
mores. 

The facility was small - a rented 
space located on the second floor of 
the College of Lake County 
University Center and Job Center in 
downtown Waukegan - and the 
sophomores who began at the school 
in 2004 have watched it grow and 
change. 

At the beginning of the 2006-07 
school year, St. Martin de Porres 
students moved into a new building 
at 515 S. Martin Luthner King Jr. 
Ave., one that is owned by the school 
and will serve as its permanent 
home. The new building offers more 
classroom space, a computer lab, 
gym space for physical education 
and an assembly area. 

The school is part of a model 
known as the Cristo Rey Network, 
which focuses on a Catholic educa- 
tion also while partnering with 
Lake County businesses, to provide 
internships for students and prepar- 
ing" them for college. And, on June

any type of dog that needs caring. 

Debbie McMahon, of Grayslake, has fostered 
six dogs for different rescues, and her latest 
canine arrived from Our House of Hope. 

"The support they give to foster volunteers is 
just phenomenal," McMahon said. "It's a wonder- 
ful organization." 

The rescue pays for everything, McMahon 
said, even veterinarian visits and obedience 
training. 

The only obligation fosters have is to socialize 
the dogs and love them, she said. 

Krinninger said the rescue relies upon busi- 
nesses such as Kim's K-9 College obedience 
school in Libertyville, and kind people to help 
out. 

"We're real big on building community 
involvement," Krinninger said. "We're just try- 
ing to keep everything on a smaller scale." 

Both Krinninger, who has fostered children, 
and McMahon said they feel satisfaction from 
helping homeless dogs. 

"I find it very rewarding," McMahon said. "I 
enjoy interacting with the dogs. I really like 
knowing the fact that they're going to find a good 
home."

Cicadas emerge 

Billion of insects blanket Chicago area 
lake county journals Nothing to fear 



DEERFIELD - They're 
here. A billion periodical 
cicadas have emerged from 
the ground throughout 
northern Illinois and parts 
of surrounding states for the 
first time since 1D90. For the 
next four to six weeks, the 
loud buzz of their mating 
calls will drone from 
treetops. After reproducing, 
they will lay eggs and die. 

The adult cicadas will be 
gone by early July The eggs 
will hatch in August and the 
nymphs will retreat under- 
ground to repeat the cycle in 
2024. 

By springing forth from 
the ground by the millions, 
periodical cicadas help 
ensure that no single preda- 
tor can devour them all, 
according to a release' from 
the Lake County Forest 
Preserve District. This sur- 
vival strategy is known as 
"predator satiation." 

When the insects emerge, 
everything that can eat 
them, does. Birds, squirrels, 
chipmunks, voles, deer, coy- 
ote and even other insects 
will eat cicadas for the 
month they are present. 

The sudden abundant 
food supply has a positive 
effect on both plants and ani- 
mals, according to the 
release. 

For once in 17 years, 
every living creature in the 
woods will have a full stom- 
ach. Some animals benefit 
doubly They have an ample 
and easy food supply, and the 
predators that would nor- 
mally eat them gorge instead 
on cicadas. 



What periodical cicadas 
won't do: 

• They won't bite or sting. 
They do not have chewing 
mouthparts or stingers. 

• They won't bother your 
garden. Experts are unsure 
whether they eat at all as 
adults. If they do their mouths 
cannot chew on anything. 

• They won't kill your trees. 
Cicadas and trees have been 
getting along for thousands of 
years. The tips of small 
branches where the insects lay 
their eggs might turn brown at 
the end of the summer. 

This causes no permanent 
damage. 

• They do not transmit any 
diseases.

J With millions of Americans expected 
■to hit the road for vacations this sum- 
mer, and the price of a gallon of regular 
gasoline having reached $3.75 in the 
northern suburbs, U.S. Rep. Mark Kirk, 
{(•Highland Park, outlined the need for 
'congressional action on six policies to 
iielp reduce the price of gasoline. 

The six policies include ending local 
uel monopolies, expanding the number 
bf gasoline refineries, increasing 
(America's fuel economy by 50 percent, 
(continuing tax credits for hybrid cars, 
increasing E85 deployment, and support- 
ing the advancement of other alterna- 



t 



tive fuels and vehicles. 

"Federal action is needed to help 
lower gas prices," Kirk said. "Congress 
should end boutique fuels monopolies 
and expand refineries serving the 
Midwest. We need bipartisan action to 
increase conservation and promote the 
production of American-made fuels." 

Joining Kirk at a local gas station 
were scientists from Argonne National 
Laboratory who displayed an experi- 
mental plug-in hybrid car that is esti- 
mated to get more than 100 miles per gal- 
lon while the car runs primarily on the 
battery. 

Unlike current gas-powered cars or 
hybrids, the modified Saturn Vue Green 



Line's two powertralns allow the it to 
operate electrically at highway speeds 
with a range of 20 miles before a drop of 
gas is necessary. 

"Technologies like Argonne National 
Laboratory's plug-in hybrid car will help 
America achieve energy independ- 
ence,"Klrk said. "We now import nearly 
twice the amount of crude oil that we 
produce. 

"Fuel-efficient and alternative-energy 
vehicles are some of the best ways to 
limit our dependence on foreign oil and 
preserve our environment. We need to 
continue to support research institu- 
tions like Argonne, and encourage con- 
sumers to purchase these technologies."

In the last 15 years, profes- 
sional library consultants 
have estimated the Cook 
Memorial Public Library 
District needs 98,000 to 121,000 
jsquare feet to operate at maxi- 
rnum efficiency, at a cost of at 
least $30 million, according to

Each project would cost 
approximately $6 million, 
with a total budget of $12 mil- 
lion, according to the release.

To finance the expansion, 
Armstrong recommended that 
approximately $910,000 be seg- 
regated from the annual oper- 
ating budget to service $12 
million of debt certificates 
more than 20 years, according 
to the release.

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No tax increase 
for the CTA 
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The Regional Transportation 
Authority's proposal for a sales-tax 
increase to bail out the Chicago 
Transit Authority should be 
denied. 

The last-minute push for the 
bail-out, which would be funded by 
a 25-cent sales tax increase in 
Kane, McHenry, Cook, DuPagc, 
Lake and Will counties, deserves 
the rebuke it already has received 
from some state lawmakers. 

For once we agree with Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich, who has said he 
would veto any such increase. 

The RTA oversees the CTA, 
Metra and Pace. 

The CTA is facing severe finan- 
cial problems. It has a $110 million 
deficit, and CTA officials are 
threatening cuts in service and " 
fare increases if they don't get an 
infusion of cash. The bulk of rev- 
enue generated by a sales tax 
increase - 60 percent - would be 
given to the CTA. Metra would 
receive 30 percent of the increase 
and Pace 10 percent. 

Suburban leaders surely will 
fight the idea of paying a tax 
increase to bail out the CTA. 



"Collar" counties have com- 
plained for years about the amount 
of money they contribute to the ' 
RTA and the lack of Pace bus serv- 
ice they receive. 

Before any tax increase is con- 
sidered, the RTA must be over- 
hauled. In March, the Chicago 
Tribune reported that Auditor 
General William Holland found 
that the RTA was plagued by weak 
leadership that led to poor over- 
sight. The three transit agencies - 
Metra, Pace, and the CTA - com- 
pete with each other rather than 
working together. The result is 
inefficiency, waste, duplication of 
services, and misplaced priorities. 

So, what should the state do? 
Approve a tax increase and dump 
more cash into a troubled agency? 

To be fair, Holland also found 
that the transit agencies were fac- 
ing dire finances and that the state 
needed to take action. 

But, suburban residents do not 
need more of their money used to 
pay for city services. And any plan 
to increase revenue should not 
happen without a plan to improve 
RTA operations.

Autism bills pass 

"Two bills introduced by* State 
Sen. Susan Garrett, D-Lake Forest, 
to assist children with autism and 
their families have passed both the 
Illinois Senate and the House of 
Representatives. 

Senate Bill 51 provides that chil- 
dren with autism spectrum disor- 
ders may be assessed for eligibility 
for services without regard to 
whether they also are diagnosed 
with mental retardation. Many fam- 
ilies of chUdren with autism who 
apply for state help to keep. their 
children at home are told that the 
child does not qualify for services. 

"It is our hope that this bill will 
enable more families to get state aid 
to provide the supports that their 
loved ones need to live at home and 
avoid institutionalization," said 
Christopher Kennedy, Legislative 
Director of the Autism Society of 
Illinois. 

Senate Bill 79 provides a list of 
factors to be considered in the 
development of an individualized 
education program, or IEP, for a 
student with autism. The number of 
children diagnosed with autism 
and served in public schools in 
Illinois has doubled in the last five 
years, and autism is the most 
expensive disability category for 
school districts and the fastest- 
growing source of due-process dis- 
putes. 

"In Illinois, through bills like 
these, we are trying to smooth the 
way for them to receive the educa- 
tional and therapeutic services they 
need to help these children achieve 
their full potential," Garrett said.

to many others. SB1579 
was specifically meant to 
give Lake Forest Hospital 
permission to change exist- 
ing rules (that every other 
hospital has to follow) at 
the expense of hospital and 
emergency services that 
are so desperately needed 
in northwest Lake County. 

An FEC^unltke-a'full serv- 
ice trauma center, is 
equipped to offer only 
minor general medical care. 
The current Lake Forest 
Acute Care Center in 
Grayslake already fulfills 
that need 365 days a year 
from 6:30 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
Those seeking emergency 
care in the middle of the 
night are most likely in 
need of a full service hospi- 
tal, and should not be 
fooled into thinking that a 
24-hour FEC will be able to 
address serious emergency 
needs. 

I have spoken with several 
nurses employed at exist- 
ing hospitals in Lake 
County, including Lake 
Forest, and they have all 
told me the same thing: 
emergency and hospital 
services are desperately 
needed by those living in 
Llndenhurst, Lake Villa and 
the Round Lake area. 

In'too many cases, resi- 
dents living in northwest 
Lake County have to travel 
almost 45 minutes to get 



to the nearest hospital. 
Sadly, at a recent public 
hearing for Vista Medical 
Center Lindenhurst, a local 
pediatrician testified that 
she lost a four-month-old 
patient because it took 
more than an hour to get 
the baby to a hospital dur- 
ing rush-hour traffic. 
• At that same hearing. 
Lake Forest Hospital (and 
; Condell Hospital) aggres- 
sively implored the Illinois 
Health Facilities Planning 
Board to deny a facility 
license for western Lake 
County (either in Lake Villa 
or Round Lake) because it 
would mean a loss of cus- 
tomers. How can anyone 
possibly justify the loss of 
"customers" as a valid 
argument in this situation 
when the potential for loss 
of a precious life hangs in 
the balance? 

Legislation written to help 
one hospital over the detri- 
ment of another Is just not 
a good practice. I have 
been encouraging all the 
CEOs from all the hospitals 
in the area to come to the 
table and compromise, so 
that adequate emergency 
and surgical care reaches 
all the residents of Lake 
County in a timely and 
responsible manner,

Mattresses 
today are built for comfort, 
with revolutionary and luxu- 
rious cushioning materials. , 

Durability: A bargain mat- ■ 
tress may not turn out to be 
such a bargain long-term. 
Durable sleep sets should last 
years and retain their com-, 
fort. A good, rule of thumb is 
to purchase the highest quali- 
ty set you can afford. Know . 
when your mattress has 
reached' its limit. It may still 
be usable after 20 years,. but 
you could be paying the price 
in quality of sleep. 

Size: Did you know that a 
healthy sleeper moves any- 
where from 40 to 60 times a 
night? You want to ensure you 
have enough room to do all of 
that flipping and flopping.

They march. They sing. 
They dance. And now they 
surf. Is there nothing pen- 
guins can't do? 
. Apparently they can't 
make a box-office bomb, and 
"Surfs Up," a warm and 
entertaining computer-ani- 
mated comedy, is unlikely to 
reverse that trend. 

Cody Maverick (voiced by 
Shia LaBeouf) is a teenage 
Rockhopper penguin who 
believes surfing is the way 
out of his dead-end hometown 
of Sliiverpool, Antarctica. He 
expects to become a star after 
winning the Big Z Memorial 
Surf Off. 

The event is named for 
Cody's idol, Big Z, who disap- 
peared after a tidal wave 
crashed over him during a 
contest with the egotistical 
current champ, Tank Evans 
(Diedricli Bader).

"Cars." "Surf's Up" gets the 
job done faster, though. It is a 
half-hour shorter than 
"Cars." 

The field of computer ani- 
mation is breaking into two 
camps. On one side are the 
animators of Pixar and

backgrounds resemble paint- 
ings. "Surf's Up" joins the 
growing trend where anima- 
tors push their computer 
processors toward photoreal- 
ism.

The pretty 
lifeguard, Lani (Zooey 
Dcschanel), rushes him into 
the jungle and asks her mys- 
terious friend, the Geek (Jeff 
Bridges), to fix up Cody 

You won't tax your deduc- 
tive reasoning to figure the 
Geek's true identity, but 
Bridges' vocal performance is 
delightful, sort of the Big 
Lebowski meets Goofy (which 
isn't much of a stretch, come 
to think of it). James Woods 
also is amusing as a fast-talk- 
ing surfing promoter who 
stole Don King's hair. 

The music is the usual 
polyglot of hits from the last 
decade, combined with 
Mychael Danna's odd, French 
score that sounds like out 
takes from the "Amelie" 
soundtrack. 

Curiously, few old-school 
surf records make the cut. 
Inexplicably missing is 
"Surfing Bird." 

Maybe it was too obvious.

'Thirteen' returns to basics

Of nil this summer's

Like "Star Trek VI,"

Arthritis and Exercise: 



Exercise can be beneficial in the treatment 
of arthritis, say many doctors. Physical activity 
can reduce stiffness and increase muscle 
strength and flexibility. It also has overall . 
health benefits, such as improving cardiac fit- 
ness and physical endurance. Three types of 
exercise are most appropriate for those who 
have arthritis: 

1 . Strength training: Strong muscles help 
support and protect joints affected by arthritis. 
Lifting weights can provide this. 

2. Range-of-molion exercises: Dancing, tat chi, Pilates, swimming, and other activities 
that push the body to stretch and move help maintain normal joint motion and relieve 
stiffness. 

3. Aerobic activities: Activities such as brisk walking, bjcyclc riding, skating and more 
arc good for ihe heart. They also moderate weight, which in turn puts less strain on 
joints, particularly the knees. Some studies show that aerobic exercise can reduce in- 
flammation in some joints. 

Before beginning an exercise program, discuss with your doctor what activities might 
be right for you.

Children under 
the age of 14 must apply for a 
passport in person. 

Also, be sure to check with the 
U.S. Embassy of the country 
you're visiting and make sure you 
have everything you need to travel 
with your grandchild. Some coun- 




tries may require a notarized letter 
authorizing grandparents to ac- 
company grandchildren in place 
of a legal guardian. 

Arrival 

In case of an emergency, such 
as a lost child, be sure to have a 
plan in place. Share it with the 
grandchildren upon arrival. At the 
hotel, show him or her how to gel 
to the front desk and have it be a 
meeting place. Tell grandchildren 
to go to the nearest uniformed em- 



ployee if they should get lost. Give 
them a slip of paper with impor- 
tant cell phone numbers, hotel 
name, location and phone num- 
ber so authorities can contact the 
appropriate person as soon as the 
grandchild is found. 

For additional security and 
peace of mind, if grandchildren 
are over the age of 1 2, have them 
carry a celt phone or walky-talky. 
This will allow them to contact 
someone immediately if some- 
thing is wrong.

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Who's at risk a 
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More than 28 million 
Americans — approximately one . 
out of 10 people — have a hear- 
ing loss, according to the Web 
site HearingLoss.org. But this 
doesn't mean everybody has the 
same type of hearing loss, nor is 
there a single one-size-fits-all so- 
lution. 

He'aring loss can be divided 
into two main categories: sen- 
sorineural and conductive. 

Sensorineural hearing loss, 
often called "nerve deafness/' 
results from damage to nerve 
endings in the inner ear. 
Common causes include pro- 
longed exposure to excessive 
noise, the aging process, viral 
or bacterial infections, the use 
of certain medications, genetic 
syndromes and trauma to the 
head. Sensorineural loss is 
most commonly treated with 
hearing aids. 

Conductive hearing loss oc- 
curs in the outer and/or middle 
ear. Obstructions, such as ear- 
wax, or physical abnormalities 
impede the ability of sound 
waves to move through the ear 
canal. Most cases of conductive 
hearing loss can be corrected 
with surgery or medicine. 

Some people experience 
"mixed" hearing loss, which is a 
combination of sensorineural 
and conductive loss. 



By far, the most prevalent type 
of hearing loss, representing 
about 95% of all cases, is sen- 
sorineural. Contrary to what 
many people think, old age is not 
the number-one risk factor for 
sensorineural loss. In fact, ex- 
tended exposure to noise causes 
about 34% of all hearing loss in 
the U.S., followed by the aging 
process at 28%. 

In today's increasingly noisy 
society, consumers can protect 
their hearing simply by wearing 
an inexpensive set of ear plugs. 
While extremely loud noises, in- 
cluding those generated by rock 
concerts and firearms, are typi- 
cally associated with hearing 
loss, even comparatively low- 
level noises coming from lawn- 
mowers, busy freeways and 
other everyday sources can take 
their toll over time. 

Despite preventive action, 
hearing loss may not be entirely 
avoidable, due to genetics or 
other factors. Consumers who 
suspect a hearing loss should 
seek care from a qualified profes- 
sional: an otolaryngologist, audi- 
ologist or hearing aid dispenser.

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Lifestyle tips for managing 
arthritis pain 



One out of three adults in the 
U.S. suffers from arthritis or chronic 
joint problems, according to the 
Arthritis Foundation. 

Some may get twinges upon 
awakening; others arc so seriously 
and chronically debilitated that 
simply driving or washing the 
dishes causes agony. 

Either way, arthritis is a major 
health problem. Whether you want 
to prevent contracting the disease 
or decrease the symptoms if you al- 
ready have it, here are some steps 
you can take toward relief: 

• Exercise. Regular physical ac- 
tivity strengthens the muscles that 
support arthritic joints, increases 
range of motion in the joints and, 
by reducing body weight, lessens 
the load the joints must bear. 

• Find a hobby. The Arthritis 
Foundation reports that hobbies 
can have a positive effect on pain 
management by diverting the 
mind's attention away from physi- 
cal and psychological pain. In a 
2005 study, doctors found that 
older people with arthritis who lis- 
tened to music for 20 minutes daily 
had less pain than those who sim- 




ply sat and did nothing for the 
same length of lime. 

• Get more sleep. Inadequate 
sleep leads to an increase in arthri- 
tis pain and to a gain in weight, 
which stresses the joints even 
more. 

• Eat weE Certain foods may 
help prevent arthritis or help re- 
duce its symptoms. Specifically, 
the following could make a differ- 
ence: omega-3 fatty acids (found in 
cold-water fish, walnuts and soy- 
bean kernels); selenium, an antiox- 
idant in shellfish and whole-grain 
products; vitamin D (sources in- 
clude eggs, fortified breads, cereals 
and milk); and vitamin C (berries 
and citrus fruits). 



Eating and the Elderly: 
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^poaching diet as you age 



Parents often hear about the 
need for their children to eat a 
healthy and balanced diet. But 
what about the parents of those 
parents? As people age, a bal- 
anced diet remains important. 

For seniors, maintaining a 
healthy diet is very important as 
they head deeper into their golden 
years. Oftentimes, maintaining a 
healthy diet means making 
changes to your existing diet to 
counter the changes in body com- 
position experienced as you grow 
older. Because your body will 
gradually lose bone and muscle 
while gaining fat as you grow 
older, these changes can go a long 
way to helping you maintain your 
current health. 

• Keep protein a part of your 
diet As people grow older, pro- 
tein becomes more important, in 
large part because protein helps to 
maintain a healthy immune sys- 
tem and prevents the wasting of 
muscle. Discuss with your physi- 
cian the various ways in which 
you can incorporate high quality 
proteins, such as fish, eggs and 
poultry, into your diet. 

• Make sure you're eating 
enough carbohydrates and fiber. 
A diet with the right amount of 
fiber will help you avoid problems 
such as constipation. 



Carbohydrates are necessary be- 
cause they provide a good source 
of energy, something seniors need 
if they hope to maintain a more 
active and less sedentary lifestyle. 

• Continue to consume cal- 
cium. Bone diseases such as os- 
teoporosis can be the result of cal- 
cium deficiency, and most seniors 
will admit their calcium intake 
isn't what it should be. Since os- 
teoporosis weakens bones and 
makes them more susceptible to 
breaking, consuming calcium is 
essential for seniors to avoid po- 
tentially debilitating breaks. 
Seniors who don't like the taste of 
milk or other dairy products, can 
consider a calcium supplement or 
regularly include broccoli, a good 
source of calcium, in their diet. 

• Drink enough water. 
Dehydration is common among 
seniors due to the reduction in Ihe 
body's overall water content. 
Regardless of thirst, seniors should 
drink water with each meal. 
Oftentimes, low water levels in 
the body can result" in fatigue. 
How much water you should 
drink depends on individual body 
weight, so consult with your 
physician and stick to his or her 
recommendations. 

• Don't eliminate fat entirety. 
While it's important for seniors to

limit their fat intake, fat remains an 
important energy source, so elimi- 
nating fat entirely is not a good 
idea. Low fat dairy products and 
lean meals are good sources of fat, 
which also provide necessary vita- 
mins lo maintain health. Also con- 
sider where you're getting fat 
from. If your preferred method of 
preparing meals is frying, that 
should be eliminated, as it will 
only lead to excessive fat intake. 

Most of these changes are man- 
ageable and will help seniors 
maintain a healthy lifestyle as they 
age. However, consult a physician 
before making any of the above 
modifications.

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Jimmy Gentry. 
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A smile breaks* across *the 

^ifccejof Jjmmy Gentry, 81, as he stands before a sea 
of young faces at Bethestia' Elementary School in 
Thompson's Station, Tenn. (pop. 1,283). The captivated 
fifth-graders listen intently as Gentry shares his amazing 
story, or as lie says, "the life of his generation." 

"I want you to close your eyes and imagine a time long 
ago," Gentry begins. "I want to tell you a story about a 
little boy," Like he's done more than 100 times over the 
last 20 years for audiences around the nation, Gentry cakes 
listeners back to die "simple, but wonderful times" of his 
childhood, wlien Ik- would climb trees, swim in the Har- 
peth River, and catch squirrels and fish with his hare hands 
to help survive during the Great Depression. 

"We didn't have anything," he says of his years 
growing up in Franklin, Tenn. (pop. 41,842). "But 
nobody else had anything, so we didn't know any bet- 
ter. We had the best rime in the wl lole world. And 
the reason I Itad such a good time was because 
of my momma. Slie would tell us, 'You may 
i not have die best clothes in die worid, but 
you'll have the cleanest.'" 

Gentry was 12 wlien his father died, 
leaving his mother to raise nine children. 
"She gatliercd us kids around h is coffin and 
said, 'What you've left me with is wordi 
more than all tliegold in the world.'" 

Gentry lived through significant times in 
American history: "1 remember being at a 
drug store on Dec. 7, 1941. 1 was 16 years 
old and hanging out with a group of teenag- 
ers. Somebody said, 'Be quiet and turn up the 
radio.' There, for the first rime, we heard dwr 
die Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor. When we 
heard that, we put our unfinished Cbkts down 
and walked out of die drugstore widiout say- 
ing a word." 

Students' eyes widen as he describes his 
life as a 1 9-year-old foot soldier during World 
War II. "You'd walk all night, then you'd 
go to sleep walking," he tells them. 'You'd

"I remember seeing these faces," lie says of At die conclusion of his talk, Gentry fields questions 
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One time I called die operator, Lillian, and said, 'Lillian, 
give me number 79.' She said, 'Jimmy, they're not at home. 
They've gone to the grocery." She knew my voice, and she 
knew where they were. Everybody knew everybody." 

His stories often are met with amazement from his 
audience, as evidenced by the thousands of letters he's 
received over the years. Katie Horton, a fifth-grader at 
Dethesda Elementary, wrote to Gentry: "I can't wait to 
share your stories with friends and family. I think they wi 11 
also be very interested and proud of all the things you have 
been through. You are a great speaker. I would love to hear more of your stories." 

Responses from students and friends prompted Gentry to write and publish his autobiography, 
titled An American Lift, in 2002, which is dedicated to his wife, who died last year. 

Sharon Kinser, i% who has known Gentry since she was a kid, was thrilled when he wrote 
his autobiography. "It gives someone a glimpse into a life that is long gone, but has much to be 
desired," she says. "And to know that you can read that and go talk to the person. It's a real gift. 
He's such a special man. He's an American hero."

Each June, Gentry's Farm Is transformed into a summer camp for kids, 
from his young audience. "I have a question," says a little girl in the cor- 
ner. "Was the squirrel tasty?" Gentry lauglis and replies, "If you're hungry 
enough, you'll eat a stick." 

You've got to tell your story 

For 40 years after serving the nation in World War II, Gentry kept 
his war stories to himself: They were much too painful to retell. Instead, 
he focused on his career as a high school teacher and football coach, and 
on building a family with his wife and high school sweetheart, Rebec- 
ca — "the only giri I ever kissed." 

But in 1985, lie received a call from a concentration camp survivor, 
asking if lie would speak about whar Iwppened at Dadiou. "I couldn't 
do it," Gentry recalls. "But the man asked if he could just meet me and 
shake my hand." 

The two met, and again the man asked if Gentry would shore his 
story. "He said to me, 'Wlien you die, nobody will ever know anything 
about what happened.'" In 1986, Gentry worked up die courage to speak 
to a group of students at Vanderoilt University in Nashville, Tenn. Since 
then, he has been asked to tell his story to civic groups, church congrega- 
tions and schools in Indiana, Ohio, Tennessee and Texas, among others. 
He speaks because, "my conscience tells me that I should do it, M lie says. 

However, Gentry doesn't just tell the story of his experience liberating 
Duchau. Instead, he tells tl>e "story of an American life." He often dedi- 
cates his talks to small towns, and spends much of his time reminiscing 
about his childhood. 

Recalling an American life 

"Everybody knew everybody else growing up," Gentry says. 
"I remember the telephone numbers growing up were 1, 2, 3. 4.

Bringing simple times to life 

Gentry does more than speak and write about the 
simple American life of his childhood; he helps kids 
re-create those times on his 400-acre Gentry's Farm, 
which also is home to his three sons and five grandchil- 
dren. During harvest season the farm is open to groups 
who enjoy (all hayrides and picking pumpkins. 

Each June for more than 30 years, Gentry's Farm 
has been transformed into a summer camp for kids. 
"We pitch horseshoes, feed the chickens, we have a rope 
swing in the tree, play in the river and we tell stories," 



Gentry says. "Just simple things and we do it without 
computers or television." 

Kinser attended the camp as a middle-school student 
and worked as a camp counselor during high school. "I 
liad so much fun there," she recalls. "We played check- 
ers, horseshoes, and a highlight was capture the Hag. 
We'd camp out by the river and tell ghost stories." 

This summer, her 8-year-old son, Wade, will attend 
his third year at the camp. "When he was bom, I basi- 
cally said, "You will be going to Gentry's camp when 
you get old enough.' He loves it." 



Gentry finds great joy in sharing the life lie remem- 
bers, whether at his camp or in front of a classroom full 
of students. "My story could be someone else's story in 
another port of America," Gentry says, "It is an Ameri- 
can life, and there aren't too many of us left now to tell 
our story. 1 think its important to share it."Z^

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In the 1 880>, the brass ensemble was dubbed the Germania Band. 

Bond members include teachers, students, small business owners, engi- 
neers, accountants and retirees, most of whom lire within five miles of Quak- 
ertown (pop. 8^31) and all of whom love music They commit to practices 
cadi Thursday evening and more than 15 annual performances at area parks, 
church cliancels and school auditoriums. All arc volunteers who audition for 
the privilege of participating in die regionally renowned group. 

"Sometimes, we have too much fun up there," says Blewett, who lias 
played oboe for the band since 1955 and is its senior member, "We're in 
ir for the love of music." 

The diminutive Long, an eighth-grader at Miiford Middle School in 
Quakertown, concurs. "It's fun to be up there," she says after finishing her 
very first performance wirh the band. "It feels really cool." 

Long is the band's youngest 
member and represents the future of 
a community tradition diat began 
in a slue factory on Quakertown's 
East Broad Street in 1877. rounded 
by 23 local shoemakers, die group 
practiced in die factory and origi- 
nally called itself the Citizens Silver 
Comet Band. Members, mostly of 
German descent, changed the name 
to the Germania Band widi the 
purchase of brass instruments in 
dwlS^dienrcna^dxrgroup Tro 
after the town jn 1917. of the musical Strefeler family. 

"Were an independent, self-supporting organization," says Jim Strefeler, 
52, a banker who lias played trombone for the band since 1976, "but we 
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performs at last year's Fourth of July concert. 

couldn't do ic widwuc the financial support of the 
community and local businesses." 

Strefelers family tree intertwines with the 
band's history. His wife, Julie, descends from cor- 
net ist William Mininger, who joined the band 
in 1885. The Strefelers' three grown children 
were band members before heading to college, 
and their youngest child, Joanna, 16, plays clari- 
net and hopes to join some day. 

The Quakertown Band includes musicians 
of all ages, both amateurs and semi professionals, 
many of whom hold music degrees. The group 
lias produced three CDs. 

There is a prick* in good music in this com- 
munity, as in many Rnnsyhania Dutch communi- 
ties," says Karschncf, referring to die rich musical 
traditions brought by German immigrants. Tlie 
Qualortown Band exists to provide muskal enter- 
tainment to the community . . . and to provide on 
opportunity for instrumentalists, young and old, to 
perform in a quality ensemble." 

Each concert serves as a celebration of the bands 
proud heritage, both for musicians and music lov- 
ers.

A sign from 
Karschncf sends Haas back to his seat as feJ low band 
members beam and flash the "diumbs up" sign. 

"This band is a great community thing," 
Haas says in the afterglow of the show. "People 
know it's a quality band. That's why they keep 
coming to hear us ploy, and why musicians 
want to be a pare of it," ^
